ADMIRAL DEWEY DIES AT HIS HOME IN 


WASHINGTON IN HIS EIGHTIETH YEAS 


THE NATION'S SPANISH WAR HERO AND BY PRIORITY OF GRAD 


THE RANKING NAVAL OFFICER OF THE WORLD 


SUCCUMBS TO IKFiRffliTiES OF OLD AGE 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 16. — Ad- 


miral Dewey, l.m nations Spanish war 
hero and by piiority 
of 
giaue 
the 


ranking naval olhcer of the world, died 
at his home 
here 
to;iit,ht 
in 
his 


eightieth year. 
He had not been cun- ! 


scious since yesterday, when he lapsed 
into coma, still believing that in a lew 
da>s he would be back at his desk in 
tho navy department. 


A genc-ial breakdown, accompanied 


by arterio sclerosis, incident 
to 
old 


age, was the cause of death. The dis- 
ease has been spieading its holu upon 
the powerful body tor a yca'r and a 
half, but the Admiral, proud of his 
physical vigor, had fought it off and 
even kept its existence a secret from 
most of his intimate 
trienus. 
Last 


"Wednesday he was at his ouice appar- 
ently hale and hearty. 
The nc.it day 


he collapsed as he was preparing to 
leave tho house, and the beginning of 
the end was at hand. 


Mrs. Dewey and the Admiral's only 


son, George, were at the beuside to- 
night. They had known since jestei- 
day thero was no hope. 


The Admiral died at 5:56 o'clock. 


President Wilson and Secretary Dan- | 
iels were notiiied at once, and the new si 
was flashed by wireless to American 
naval vessels and stations all over the 
world. 
The message earned orders | 


that all flags be half-masted. 


The President will conior tomorrow 


with Secretary Danie.s and JU-ar Ad- 
miral Badger and an tinge lor the f u - 
neral, which probably will take place 
Saturday. The body will be buiied at 
Arlington National cemetery on the 
Virginia shore uf the Potomac river, 
where many of Admiral Dcvve>'s for- 
mer comrades have been laid to re^t. 


Unly two other men—Farragut and 


Porter-—have held the rank 
ot 
the 


American navy, and since Civil war 
days no military figure has held such 
a place as Dewey in the affections of 
the Ameiicu.ii people. His death end- 
ed G2 years of active service. His bap- 
tism of fire came in tho Civil war, 
through which he served with distinc- 
tion. 
Promotion followed promotion 


during the years following and he was 
a commodore, commanding the Asiatic 
fl->et when the ordeis "capture or de- 
stroy the enemy's fleet" gave him tho 
first news of hostilities with Spain and 
sent him into Manila bay for the teat 
that won u n d o i n g famo and hail far- 
reaching effect on the position of the 
United States as a world r'--"'cr. 


Immediately Dewey was advanced 


to rear admiral, and then coi.gross by 
special act made him admiral ol the 
nav >\ a grade that died 
with 
him. 


Since 1900 he had been on duty at tho 
navy department as president of the 
General board. In touch with all activ- 
ities of tho na\i, advisor of secretaries 
and a mighty champion of a greater 
fleet. 
Year after year 
tho 
General 


board urged the building o! more ships 
than congress would agree ti> until at 
tho la^t session a great building pro- 
gram, based on his recommendations-.

those who servo it." 


Admiral George Dewey, "hero 
of 


Manila .Bay," louglit and won the first 
great Aine.-ican naval battle against 
a toicign toe s.nce the war of lil-. 


His whole hie was lull of honorable 


aciitc.v einent from the days ol the Civil 
w ar dov1. n to the time when, as the 
head of the General board, lie began 
tho last chapter of his work by laying 
plans tor the defense, of his country 
ia time- of war. 
His life was a sti lic- 


it.g exemplihcation of the possibilities 
ot a career based upon the exact and 
intelligent pei tormance of every rou- 
tine duly which molds a man on In- 
flexible lines ot duty and honor. 


One of the curious freaks of tortune 


in Dewoy's case was that for perhaps 
the first and only time in his naval 
caiecr he was disposed 
to 
protest 


against the edict ot tne Navy depart- 
ment which can led him into the far 
east, tv here ho uas destined to per- 
form the greatest feat of his lile anJ 
to win imperishable 
rem/wn. 
That 


was back in ISSs when tho war clouds 
weie gutheiing and Dew e-y felt that 
he was being "shelved;" that the war 
with Spain was to be fought out m tho. 
Gulf of Mexico and in the Caribbean 
sea and that he, distant by half the 
circumference 
of 
the globe, would 


stand no chance of winning glory, for 
at that moment 110 thougnt whatever 
had been given to the Philippines. Lint 
hi took his orders 
and

sailor obe.vcd thorn.

Dewey sailed into Manila bay on the 
night of Apul 30 und in the morning

tho loss of a man on the American 
side. 


Upon his triumphant return to tho 


United States he was feted by the na- 
tion.

graved sword, and raised him from 
the rank of commoJoie to rear-ad- 
miral and then to t r c full rank of tho 
admiral of tho aavv.

tho naval ranks rather than to seek 
such a venture in statesmanship.

ailmiiers have since often spoken of 
him a» the man who could have been 
a president if he had wished. 


Burly in 1934 Admiral Dewey again 


became conspicuous 
in 
the current 


news by revival of the long standing 
controversy with Admiral \ on Dicd- 
erichs of the German navy regarding 
the conduct of tho German squadron 
during tlie blockade of Manila bay, 1G 
years before. 
In bis auto-biography, 


Admiral Dewey criticised von Died- 
richs for failing to observe tho neu- 
trality laws and told how a shot was 
fired across the bows of one of the 
German ships to impress it with the 
fact that the Ameilcan navy had es- 
tablished a blockade and would count- 
enance no undue activity 
~n tho -~-t 


of the German ships, suspected at tho 
time as friendly to Spain. 


"A difference of opinion about in- 


ternational law had been adjusted," 
said Dewey, "without adding to the 
sum of President McKinlej's worries." 


Devvcj \vas always a great student of 


history; he knew every naval cam- 
paign that had been waged from the 
days of ancient Gioece ..nd Homo, had 
analyzed them and knew w h y defeat 
or victory had 
come 
from certain 


movements and this without doubt was 
one of the factors that contributed to 
his own success in warfare. 


One of the finest estimates of Ad- 


miral Dewey's character is contained 
in a tribute rendered to him by his 
old-time shipmate, Admiral Sampson, 
who was lighting thu Spaniards in tho 
Caribbean whilo Dowcy •was lying in 
Manila b a v , resting on tho laurels he 
had won in tho famous battle of the 
first of Mav. 
Sampson paid:

He is tho son ot Mrs. Mary C. Thaw 
itnd the late William Thaw, who w;\s 
vice president of the 
Pennsylvania 


railroad Hues west of Pittsburgh, and 
after he had obtained a large share of 
!he grnat Income left by his father he 
tjuickly attracted attention by his lav- 
ish expenditures. 


His real notoriety began after tils 


meeting with Evelyn Nesbit, their mar- 
riage and his murder of Stanford 
'\Yhite. There Ti-aa the famous series 
of trials In wlur:h William. Travers 
Jerome, then district attorney, acted 
as chief prosecutor and which ended 
with Thaw's commitment to the Mat- 
tea wan Asylum For the Criminally In- 
sane. From April 22, 1008, until July 
20, 1012. Thaw, backed by the family 
millions and assisted by many of the 
leading lawyers of the country, main- 
tained an unremitting fight to obtain 
his liberty. 


Fled From Insane Asylum. 


On Nov. 22, 1012, Thaw gave $2o,- 


000 to J. N. Anliut to Influence Super- 
intendent Eussell of Matteawan to ob- 
tain Ms release. This failed, and on 
May 10, 1013, Thaw testified against 
Anliut in the criminal branch of the 
supreme court in New York county. 
slating that lie hoped by his hearing 
aud 
testimony 
to substantiate 
bis 


claim to sanity. Again he failed, but 
on Aug. 17, 1013. he escaped from Mat- 
teawan in a motorcar nud (led to Can- 
ada. 


His capture there, his fight to ]ire- 


Teat extradition aud his return to Is'ew 
York ended finally in release from all 
custody on July 10, 1015, and set hkn 
officially at liberty for the ih-st time 
since the night of July 20, 1000, when 
he shot AViiite on the roof ot Madison 
Square Garden. Thaw -was only thir- 
ty-five years old then. Today his forty- 
sisth birthday is close at baud.

falls on Feb. 12.

from Evelyn Xcsbit. Thaw, through 
the Pennsylvania cc irts, provided that 
TUissell Thaw, or "Pom-Pom." whose 
parentage Thaw denied, should inherit 
part of the Thaw millions. 


Mentally Sick, Says Former Wife. 
Mi's. Evelyn Ncsbit Clifford, once 


the wife of llarry K. Thaw and jeal- 
ousy for whom is said to have led, to 
the killing of Stanford White, says 
that the attempted suicide of her for- 
mer husband shocked but did not sur- 
prise her. 


"He cannot be blamed cither for this 


act or Cor the arts preceding it, lie- 
cause he is sick menially, " she said. 
"1 have maintained this ever since the 
tragedy on the roof or Madison Square 
Garden.

Political league, an organisation of 
farmers 
'which swept tho political 


boards of North Dakota In the lust 
campaign, has been nnnomiecil at RIs- 
oinrclt by A. C. Townley, r.realdeut of 
the organization. 


\Vith the removal of the league's 


headquarters from Targo, X. P., to St. 
Paul, Minn., comes the statement that 
organization work Is to be carried on 
In four more states, Iowa, Nebraska, 
Mli higan and Wisconsin being added 
to tho list of states in which the asso- 
ciation will work. 


North Dakota, South Dakota, Minne- 


sota and Montana arc already bcins; 
organized, und later. President Towu- 
ley says, tho organisation work will be 
Dxtended to the Pacific coast states, 
the southwest and tho extreme south. 


"Tho removal of the headquarters 


and the launching of our organization 
woik in the other stutis means the 
movement has become national In Its 
scope," said President Townley. "The 
program of the Nonpartisan league in 
North Dakota in its o^-ential seeks to 
find a lemedy for alleged economic 
abuses from which the farmers ia the 
state have suffered. 


What They Plan to Do. 


"Prom-inns !u other states In which 


organization work is going forward are 
almost exactly similar. They call for 
strict state supervision of marketing 
conditions and public ownership of im- 
portant industries which relate to the 
marketing of the farmer's products, 
such us grain elevators, by which it is 
proposed to establish a fair system of 
grades and mailcetins, packing houses, 
cold storage plants and Dour mills. 


"Ultimately," said President Town- 


ley, "we shall have federal ownership 
of grain elevators and other important 
and necessary adjuncts to marketing, 
which fire now controlled by monopoly 
to the great injury of every citizen oC 
the United States, consumers of farm 
products as weil us farmers." 


President Tov.nley sajs it is planned 


to have a great nuUoiial gathering of 


I the league members iu St. Paul wiiUiti 


I the next two jears, probably •within 


I tho next year, which he bullev cs will 
he tlie greatest gathering of farmers 
ever held. 


Each of the states in which the or- 


ganization is now under way has an 
executiv e board of farmers living iii 
that state. 


Success Brings Recruits. 


Itapitl prop re.-.s has also been made 


in South Dakota and Montana. The 
league's success in capturing the state 
administration of Noitli Dakota and 
almost the entire legislature has giv- 
en the league considerable impetus 
throughout the vvest. 


That the lea-_ue will become a factor 


in the next federal ele'tion is the Una 
belief of President Townley and the 
other Io.itiers In the movement. Their 
organization wink in the eight states 
that have been tested up to date 'sv ill 
be followed within u year, it is under- 
stood, by organization work in other 
states. 


Thus ultimately the league expects 


to 1 ctome the dominant political fac- 
tor throughout the middle west and the 
far west. 
In ciKh of the states where 


organization n 01 k will be taken up an 
e\erutivo committee, of live members 
will be seleited to carry ou the move- 
ment, the national organization, head- 
ed by President Townley, topping off 
the entire movement.
